The  Scripture  atnve  referred  to 
says,  ” Ye  have  robbed  m:  in  the  tithes  and 
offerings."  | 

My  purpose,  howiv.r,  is  uot  to  convince 
your  readers  that  God  has  a money  or  prop- 
perty  law,  and  that  law  issubstant:a  ly  what 
has  been  above  stated,  but  to  suggest  some 
feasible  plan  that  might  lead  mrreofi\sto 
practice  this  law. 

One  great  difficulty  with  many  in  putting 
this  law  into  practice  is  the  want  of  busine  s 
the  avocation  followed  They 


consumed  $20;  fruit  or  vegetables  either  sold 
or  consumed  $20:  total  $650. 

Expenses:  Wsges  and  bond  forhiredhand 
$130;  feed  for  two  mules  $75;  corn  f<  d to  begs 
and  chickens  $25;  taxes  $10,  damages  to 
mules,  fa  m implements,  etc.  $40;  fertiliz  rs 
$50;  total  $330. 

The  income  on  this  supposed  farm  would 
be  $650— $330— $320.  Ttese  figures  are  not 
extravagant  and  represent  only  an  ordinary 
farm.  There  are  numbers  of  farmers  that 
with  their  force  produce  double  this  amou-t. 
Yet  the  tenth  rf  this  would  be  $32,  and  be- 
longs to  the  Lord  Out  of  1 kis  a pastor  c<  uld 
be  paid  $20.  and  $12  would  be  left  for  mis- 
sions and  other  calls.  Ten  or  fifteen  farmers 
like  this  could  support  a pastor  for  half  his 
time,  and  also  do  a go  d part  for  mis-ions. 

Brother,  f this  thing  of  robbing  God  is  a 
very  serious  thing.  If  you  keep  no  account 
of  your  business,  won’t  you  make  an  approx  - 
mate  estimate  of  your  products  and  ex- 
penses of  last  year,  and  see  if  there  is  not  a 
strong  probability  that  you  have  not  given 
the  Lord  as  much  as  His  ten'h  would  have 
amouuted  to?  If  you  have  not,  He  -ay$, 
“ Ye  have  robbed  me.” 

Baptists  teem  to  have  no  trouble  in  be- 
lieving our  Lord  when  He  says;  "And  him 
that  cometh  to  me,  I will  in  no  wise  cast 
out,”  and  ” Whosoever  believeth  in  Him 
shall  nevet  perish.”  But  when  he  says: 
” Bring  yctir  tithes  into  the  storehouse,  • * * 
and  prove  me  no  v herewith,  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  if  I will  not  open  you  the  windows 
of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a DltSsing  that 
there  shall  net  be  room  tnongh  to  reo  ive  i\” 
(Mai  3:10.:)  Some  stagg*  r and  are  afrtid  to 
put  him  to  the  test  The  fact  is.  (and  every 
one  who,  with  proper  motive,  tries  it  finds  it 
so);  the  nice  pirts  of  our  income  tithed,  is 
then  by  placed  under  God's  especial  blessing, 
and  proves  to  us  in  tvery  use  to  which 
property  is  rightly  put.  of  more  value  than 
all  our  incqme  intitbed.  It  will  take  great 
faith  for  a fear  or  two  to  make  you  stick  to 
it,  reader,  but  if  you  follow  it  a few  years  you 
could  hardly  be  induced  to  quit  it.

So  vatious  persons,  friendly  and 
unfriendly  to  the  cbuTch,  have  gone  about 
and  ’counted  the  congregations,  with  various 
re-utfs.  I will  not  stop  to  enlarge  upon  the 
fact  that  counting  a congregation  one  or  two 
Sundays  is  not  quite  sufficient  to  argue  from.
